Naturally the news sent out from 
St. Petersburg under the eyes of the alert 
censor is the least sensational. All these 


dispatches declare that the Czar’s condition 


giyes no special cause for alarm, that the 
pafient passed a good day yesterday, that 
he has enjoyed plenty of natural sleep, that 
his head is clear and free from pain, that his 
temperature is decreasing, and that the gen- 
eral aspects of the case are favorable. 
Reports leaking from the royal castle at 


Fredensborg, however, are not so encourag- 


ing. Private advices received there from the 
royal patient’s bedside have ca a really 
deep depression, and indicate that the Czar is 
making slow progress. ‘ 


“Sensational Rumor of Poison. 


The most sensational of all ‘the many 
rumors is supposed to have originated in 
Paris. It is to the effect that the Caar is 


suffering from poison. There is absolutely 
no confirmation of the.rumor, however. Ad- 
mitting that the Czar, next to the Chinese 
Emperor, is the most likely monarch in the 
world to fall a victim to this style of assass!- 
nation, the report is not regarded here as at 
all Mkely. The official bulletins of the pa-

Tue Czarina has been with her husband 


throughout his illness, notwithstanding hor 
delicate condition. Her health and spirits are 
said to be good. ‘ 
“Should the Czar die, the Grand Duke Mich- 
nel, the present Czarevitch, while immedi- 
ately assuming the reins of government, will 
not be crowned until the sex of the expected 
arrival is known. If it be a boy he becomes 
heir to the throne. At present all three of 
the Czar's children are girls. In Russia only 
men may rule. 

7 State Affairs Untouched. .- 

As evidence of the seriousness of his ill- 
ness it is stated that for nearly two weeks 
past the Czar has been unable to touch even 
the most important affairs of state. Twicea 
day a Russian courier arrives at Fredens- 
borg with personal dispatches to the Dowager 
Empress. whose own illness has been con- 
siderably aggravated by anxiety. Although 
still unable to leave her private apartments, 
she has ordered every preparation to be 
made for her journey to Livadia, which she 
will make the moment she is able to travel.

Thompson, who lives at 2312 Albany ave- 
nue, was arrested on Wednesday afternoon 
in the warehouse ef the Anchor Line Steam- 
ship company for stealing canned corn. His 
eyes were swollen from weeping as he told 
his story in court. Justice Prindivilie held 
him to the Juvenile Court and instructed the 
police to care for him well while the case 
was pending. 
“I'll see that your mother is looked after,” 
he told the prisoner. 

Aged Woman Is Cared For. 

Mrs. Ann Stanton, 70 years old, was ejected 
from her house, 4 Curtis street, on Wednes- 
day evening with her 6-year-old grandson, 
Thomas Albert Hill. Mrs. Stanton's son is a

MAYOR'S PLAN WILL FAIL 


USE TRACTION PROBLEM.

Measure to Be Introduced at Spring- 
field and in the Chicago Council 
That Will Be Satisfactory to All 
Concerned and Harrison Will Have 
No Chance for a Spectacular Killing 
of It—Even Friends Admit a Scarcity 
of Campaign Ammunition. - 


Unless can raise some 
sort of an issue other than street railway 
franchises to stand on before the people for 
another term he will find that his chances 
are not encouraging.” 

This is the opinion of Alderman Milton J. 
Foreman. It can be stated also that he is 
supported in it by Aldermen William S. Jack- 
son, Walter J. Raymer, and William Mavor. 
They are members of the Street Railway 
commission created last spring to investigate 
the franchise question and frame bills for 
such laws governing franchises as the City 
of Chicago needs.

J. Brennan, Ernst F. Herr- 
mann, and Julius Goldzier are members. 
Brennan and Goldzier are Democrats, and 
will, it is claimed, do all they can to bring 
about Harrison's reélection whatever the 
issue may me. Herrmann isan independent. 

There is no politics in this question,“ con- 
tinued the Fourth Ward Alderman. 


Now a Business Proposition. 

“If there ever was any politics in it, Harri- 
son Squeezed it all out getting himself elected 
for a second term. He cannot use it again 
in that way. It has been reduced to a plain 
and simple business proposition. As such it 
will, unless I am laboring under a delusion, 
be dealt with. The commission is preparing 
a bill which will be taken to Springfield, and, 
we expect, be one of the first measures intro- 
duced at the opening in January of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. We expect, furthermore, to 
have it ready for presentation to the Council 
some time in December. The provisions of 
that bill will be such that no fair-minded cit- 
izen can hereafter project the question into 
any campaign as a political issue for Mayor 
Harrisos to ride into a third term on. 

That it will be passed by the Legislature 
and become a law I have no doubt. In any 
event its provisions will have been so thor- 
oughly set forth and discussed before the 
spring campaign opens that Mr. Harrison 
will have great difficulty in again arousing 
public sentiment to the extent that he did in 
the last municipal contest. The measure we 
are constructing will not only give the city 
power to make contracts with corporations 
and control them such as it never has had, 
but will protect the rights of the people by 
law to a much greater extent than ever be- 
fore. So many safeguards will be thrown 
around these rights that no Mayor, no Coun- 
cil, will ever attempt to take them away. 

“The Mayor or any candidate for Mayor 
‘who seeks to force the question into politica 
without trying to settle it out of politics 
should not be trusted with the solution.” 


Worried by Exposures. 

Mayor Harrison is authority for the state- 
ment that his desire to hold the office two 
years longer is based upon the general un- 
derstanding that many permanent public im- 
provements will be inaugurated during the 
period covered by another term. Unless he 
can utilize the question pertaining to the ex- 
tension of street railway franchises—even 
his friends admit that he will have trouble 
in finding an issue to win the battle with. 
That he and they are searching high and low 
for one is no secret, 

The attacks that have recently been made 
upon his administration,“ said a Democratic 
politician prominent in the Harrison-Burke 
machine, are giving the Mayor and his

TAKES CASES FROM DUGGAN. 


Englewood 3 and order League Ac- 
cuses Justice of Partiality to 
Liquor Dealers. 


Because Justice Duggan, in the Englewood 
Police Court yesterday morning refused to 
render a decision of guilt against Thomas 
Reilly, a saloonkeeper at 5701 Halsted street, 
on the charge of keeping his place open elec- 
tion day, C. W. Jones of the Englewood Law 
and Order league nolle prossed eight similar 
cases, and announced that hereafter all the 
league will be brought before Justice 
Quinn, at Hyde Park Police Court.

According to Justice Duggan, the testimony 
showed that Reilly locked the front door of 
his saloon at an early hour, and gave in- 
striictions to his family to keep the place 
closed except as to the beer men and the 
paperhanger he had hired to paper the bar- 
room. It was when the beer men called that 
Reilly’s 15-year-old boy sold two glasses of 
deer to two of the league’s agents, who en- 
tered the back door. Justice Duggan con- 
tends that under these circumstances Reilly 
was not guilty.

SHICAGO PUBLIC BATHS. 

The silver medal awarded by the Paris: 
fair to the exhibition of the public baths 
of this city calls attention to the fact that 
Chicago was the first city in this country, 
and probably in the English-speaking world, 

to establish a free indoor public bath. 
Great Britain bas had public indoor baths | 
at least since early in the century, but it has 
been the rule there to charge a small fee 
for their use. Boston has maintained from 
six to thirty floating baths and bathing 
beaches since 1866, and various other cities 
have provided similar facilities on a smaller 
scale. It remained for Chicago, however, 
in 1893, to open the first indoor public bath 
in this country and then to make its use en- 
tirely gratuitous. ‘This city now has four 
of these baths. 

Buffalo has claimed the distinction of hav- 
ing established the first institution of this 
kind in America, but its enterprise was, in 
fact, nearly a year behind that of Chicago. 

The distinction indicated, however, does 
not alter the fact that the city is inade- 

| quately supplied with bathing facilities in 
‘| general. Not only are there still thirty-one 

wards with no indoor public baths, but, 

with the exception of the Douglas Park 

natatorium, Chicago is utterly destitute of 

public outdoor bathing facilities. Both the 

South and the North Side Park boards have | 
informally indicated their purpose to make 
provision in this line, but neither of them 
has yet done so. 

On the West Side, too, in Garfield and 
Humboldt Parks, there is need for bathing 
opportunities, and it would be especially 
appropriate in each of those recreation 
grounds that bathing pools, surrounded 
with trees, furnished with inexpensive 
dressing arrangements, and so involving 
comparatively little outlay, should be pro- 
vided. It is none too soon now for the 
park authorities to plan some improvements 
in this line for the coming season, and if 
the North and West Side boards fail to do 
so it may be hoped that their successors 
will soon improve upon their record. 

The recognition from Paris, as well as the 

recollections of last summer's heated spell, 
should prove a stimulus for the future in 
the line indicated.

No one will contend that 
Ja canon of a church which forbids its min- 
| isters to marry two persons unless satisfied 
that neither has been the husband or wife 
of any other person living will have any 
effect in preventing such marriages, except 
in eases where the parties acknowledge the 
rules of the church as the supreme law of 
their lives. It is and will always remain 
possible for divorced people to be legally 
married by civil authorities in spite of all 
church rules to the contrary.

BITTER RIVALRY IN TRADE. 

A London dispatch states that the Welsh 
steel manufacturers have withdrawn the re- 
cent advance of 10 per cent in wages, and 
several mills have closed, all because 
of the importation of American bars at 
prices with which they cannot compete. 
This is but a single phase of thé commercial 
revolution of the last few years, which has 
given the United States the practical control 
of the steel markets of the world, and which 
has introduced our machinery and manu- 
factured goods into all the great markets of 
Europe, To Americans this revolution is a 
source of pride, but to Buropeans it is a 
source of humiliation as well as financial 
loss. It has already created a feeling of bit- 


terness in English and German trade circles 


to- an extent which can scarcely 
realize. 

There are now in New York and Chicago 
many representatives of large British and 
continental concerns who are contemplating 


extensive purchases, especially in machinery, 


for the European firms find that they must 
adopt American machines and methods if 
they wish to compete with us. It is said that 
contracts of this kind aggregating millions 
of dollars have been closed since election, 
but in almost every case the purchaser has 
asked that no publicity be given to the 
transaction, because of the sensitiveness of 
his neighbors at home regarding these 
American purchases. The feeling, especial- 
ly in Great FP itain, is not merely the usual 
dislike of losing a profitable contract. It 
goes deeper and is in the nature of a wound- 
ed: national pride. Great Britain has for 
generations dominated the steel and other 
manufacturing markets of the world, and 
more recently Germany has had control of 
many lucrative lines. It is not pleasant for 
either to see its supremacy slipping away 
and to know that its own people are com- 
pelled to become patrons of the young and 
lusty rival across the Atlantic. _ 

The United States has long known what 
strenuous rivalry meant, and has seen its 
own markets invaded for a century by for- 
eign imports, but the American manufae 
turers have never felt any bitterness over 
this sort of invasion. Having never pos- 
sessed trade supremacy, there was no na- 
tional pride on this point to be injured. 
But with Great Britain it is different. The 
British manufacturers have held this sort 
1 supremacy since the days of the first 

apoleon, and it is galling to their pride as 
well as to their pockets to see it slipping 
away now. They cannot understand why 
American firms should get two-thirds of 
the big steel contracts in Africa, or why 
American machinery should supplant 
their own at home or why American coal 
and iron should be competing with the 
English home products before their eyes. 


| Yet the Americans can deliver a great steel 


bridge in Africa or India in one-third of 
the time required by British manufacturers, 
and can do it at a lower price. Against 
this potent logic of commerce no sentimental 
considerations can prevail. The bitterness 
felt by Europeans is natural, but so long as 
the American products are better or cheaper 
nee will continue to nee the foreign mar-

RECLAIMING ARID LANDS. 

The National Irrigation Congress is to 
meet in this city next week That organiza- 
tion wishes to have the general government 
expend about $150,000,000 at the rate of 
$10,000,000 or $12,000,000 a year in the 
reclamation of about 75,000, acres of 
atid land. The water supply is adequate 
for the purpose. The benefits of so large an 
addition to the cultivable area of the coun- 
try are apparent. Tens of thousands of 


| farmers settled upon small but highly pro- 


ductive farms would add greatly by their 
labors to the agricultural products of the 
United States and would be new, good 
customers of its manufacturers and mer- 
chants. This is one reason why so many 
prominent Chicago business-men are in- 


| terested in this irrigation question. 


There is no doubt that any extensive plan 
for the reclamation of arid lands can be 
carried on to much better advantage by 
the general government that by the States 
which have such lands within their limits. 
If the latter were to undertake the work 
they might disagree seriously often as to 
the proper division of the available water 
supply. A few years ago Congress made 
large grants of arid lands to several States 
on con@ition that they be improved. Com- 
paratively little advantage has thus far 
been taken of these grants. | 

Before the general government undertakes 
the expensive task of converting millions 
of acres of desert into cultivable land there 
should be some definite understanding as 
to the disposition to be made of that land 
when redeemed from barrenness. If the 
government gets back what it has spent in 
improvements, when these lands pass from 
it into the possession of private parties, then 
there will be few objections heard to this 
proposition to enlarge greatly the area of 
cultivable land. But if it is proposed that 
arid lands when reclaimed are to go to 
homesteaders for a nominal considera- 
tion, as has been the policy of the 
government for more than a third of 
a century, then in some of the States there 
will be many objectors—men who will deny 
that they can be benefited in any way by a 
project the expense of which wal fall in 
part upon them.

in which young Rizal first aroused the 
enmity of the Spanish authorities at Manila 
by exposing abuses committed by the friars. 
It was written in Europe, where Rizal 
showed phenomenal powers as a scholar 
and scientist, and carried off degrees from 


several universities. The next year he re- 
turned to his beloved Luzon to find himself 


the idol of the natives and an object of 
suspicion among the officials. The story of 
how he was ultimately put to death in 1807 
on the day after his marriage—practicaly 
for having written this book—is one of the 
darkest blots upon the Spanish régime. 

In the light of Dr. Rizal's own sad fate 
his novel seems strangely prophetic. It tells 
the story of how an educated and nobly 
patriotic young Filipino was done to ‘death 
for no other crime than that of wishing to 
establish a school in Manila in which his 
countrymen might be educated. The means 
by which his enemies accomplish this end 
consist chiefly in fomenting a secret insur- 
rection in such a way that the hero shall be 
blamed for it. It was in much the same way 
that Rizal himself really met his death. He 
was falsely charged with complicity in the 
insurrection of 1896, though he had been 
absent from Luzon and it was physically im- 
possible for him to have done what he was 
charged with. ; 

Rizal was never a revolutionist. He never 
imagined that his people were ready for self- 
government, for he knew they were not. 
What he desired with all his intense nature 
was a reform of the abominable abuses which 
he portrays in this book, and which the 
government had repeatedly promised to 
make, only to break its promises. Rizal 
himself might have said, as his hero does: 
“I die without seeing the light of dawn in 
my country. You who shall see it and 


it, do not forget those who-fell in the night.“ 


— é 
“An Eagle Flight is simply and loésely 
put together, but in dramatic and delineative 
powers it is strong. Its deft lightness of 
touch reminds one of the French school of 
fiction.- It is especially valuable in giving 


«swift and pleasing pictures of Filipino life. 


At the same time its exposure of abuses is 
powerful and convincing. It shows to a re- 
markable degree the quality of artistic ret- 
icence—the power of making the reader 
feel more than is put into words. There is 
no ranting or moralizing. The tragic story 
of Don Crisostomo Ibarra and the gentle 
Maria Clara is left to speak for itself. ; 
The story opens at a time when Ibarra 
has just returned from a European univer- 
sity. The fact that he is an educated Fili- 
pino makes him an object of suspicion. But 
Ibarra also discovers that during his absence 
his father has died in prison, and even the 
grave of the old man has been desecrated 
by enemies in high places. The young man 
has come back with large hopes of aiding 
his ignorant and downtrodden countrymen, 
and he throws himself_into the building of 
a great school in Manila, belfeving this to be 


the truest and wisest way to defeat the ene- . 


mies who have killed his father. 

There happens to be a new Captain General 
who is not in collusion with the friars, and 
the application for a permit to build. the 
school is granted.

Syracuse, N. T., Board of Education De- 
cries Agitation by Willis Brown, 
a Chicago Reformer. 


Syracuse, N. » Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
members of the Board of Education, in a pri- 
vate conference which preceded the regular 
session today, discussed the work of Willis 
Brown of Chicago in the public schools, and 
decided he must stop his anti!-cigaret 
in the schools. 

The criticism which has been made of Mr. 
Brown's methods of conducting his work 
in the schools was considered, and the ad- 
verse decision followed. Mr. Brown says he 
has completed his work in the schools, and 
that tomorrow evening he will organize a 
city anti-cigaret league at the T. M. C. A.. 
which will include the superintendents whom 
Mr. Brown has appointed in schools which 
he has visited. 

„We do not take any stock in Mr. Brown,” 
said a commissioner of the conference. “ In 
the truant school you will find the boys who 
are most likely to smoke, and I do not believe 
half of them smoke. In regard to Mr. 
Brown's claim that 6 per cent of the boys in 
school smoke, I venture that not 2 per cent 
of the 8,000 or 9,000 boys in the public schools 
smoke, and as for his claim in regard to girls 
smoking, it is all nonsense. Now and then 
there may be a girl who smokes a cigaret, 
but if there is she is the exception. 
“Mr. Brown's agitation puts the 
idea into the heads of boys and girls who 
have never thought of it, and his idea of 
making the pupils take a pledge is calculated 
to make a pupil lose his self-respect if he 
breaks it.“
